THE FLY PROBLEM ON THE 
FARM BY DR. ARTHUR 
L. FORSTER 


Flies offer a problem on farms that 
is considered of sufficient importance 
to lead the Federal Department of 
Agriculture to issue some timely sug 


- gestions on methods of fly control on 


farms. 

Changed Attitude Toward Fites 

There was a time when people re- 
garded the fly as just a part of sum- 
mer. Like the heat, they came in 
June and left in October. ‘fhe fact 
that there were a dozen busy flies in 
the sugar bowl and three or four de- 
ceased ones in the milk pitcher didn’t 
bother people. The only time they 
annoyed our elders was when one bit 
them on their bald spot or parked on 
their nose while trying to take a nap 
in the shade of the old apple tree. 
It never occurred to folks that the 
pie they ate with such great relish 
was covered with myriads of germs 
deposited there by the flies who came 
into the house for dessert after a si- 
esta on the manure pile. 

Today, with our increased know- 
ledge of the menace of the fly as a 


disease carrier, we are doing every | 
‘to eliminate this per- | 


thing possible 
renial pest. The careless attitdue of 


the past has given way to a deter- | 


mined warfare that is destined to re- 
vult in the eventual extinction of the 


fly. In doing this we may be dispos- 
ing of an agency that is unconscious- 
ly serving humanity in destroying 
other dangerous forms of life. If so, 
we will have to meet that new pro- 
blem if and as it arises. The fact re- 
mains, however, that the fly is doing 
more harm than good, so far as any- 
one. has been able to determine, and 
has no place in the modern Scheme 
of things. 
Fly Control on Farms 

The most effective way of control- 
ling flies on the farm is to clean out 
barns and barnyards on a certain day 
of each week. The manure should be 
spread out thinly on the land, as the 
flies will not breed there. Adding fly 
poison in boxes and piles does no 
good. 

Do Your Share 

Until everyone does his’ share in 
preventing fly breeding, other mea- 
sures against flies are necessary. This 
is true because flies wiil fly distances 
of ten miles in a week. Tests make to

FRANCHISE AGREEMENT BY 


ALTA ONLY PROVINGE 
TO SEVER CONNECTION 


ALBERTA WOMEN’S BU-.REAU 
ACT CUTS FINANCIAL AID 
WOMEN’S INSTITUTE 


For the first time since the Wo- 
men’s Institute were organized in Al- 
berta 16 years ago, these organiza- 
tions are faced with the problem! of 
entirely supporting themselves. This 
has come about since the passing of 
the Alberta Women’s Bureau Act, 
which will come into effect July 1 

To the Women’s Institutes this will 
mean the cutting off assistance valu- 
ed at several thousands of dollars an- 
nually which has heretofore been pro- 
vided by the department of agricul- 
ture. In every province in Canada sim 
ilar assistance has been given to Wo- 
men’s Institutes ever since their in- 
ception in Ontario over 30 years ago, 
in view of the fact that they have 
been the medium of government ex- 
tension work. Alberta is the first pro- 
vince to sever this connection be- 
tween the government and the Wo- 


‘men’s Institutes. 


The Alberta Women’s Institutes 
must now meet all the expenses of 
administration, finance their own con 
ventions and board meetings supply 
stationery and clerical services etc. 
This was announced by Mrs W. 
Huyck, provincial president, in her 
address at the morning session of the 
fourteenth annual convention. 

“The passing of this act” said Mrs 
Huyck, “means that the entire status 
of the Alberta Women’s Institutes is 
changed. We are entirely responsible 
for our administration. We have to 
establish our own office with a paid 
official in charge. In order to meet 
these obligations we must double our 
per capita tax. 

We have 318 institutes and accord- 
ing to statistics compiled from 136 
institutes last year we raised $35,285 
In that proportion 318 institutes can 
raise $90,000. If we gave one-tenth 
of that amount to our organization 
we would have ample to carry on. 
Each year we give away thousands 
of dollars to other organizations 
where we have no voice in the spend- 
ing of our donations. If we can give 
money to help carry on other socie- 
ties, what about our own? 

‘Are we going to let our work drop 
because we can’t raise six or seven 
thousand dollars? Your provincial 
board have taken this loss standing 
and with heads erect. There has been 
no fault-finding and no quibbling. Let 
that spirit be with us all. It is up to 
us to carry on.” 

Would Raise Fer Capita Tax 

Mrs Huyck followed her address by 
the presentation of a resolution ask- 
ing that this year the per capita tax 
be raised to one dollar a year.

The committee under the chairman 
ship of J. J. Denis, Liberal, Joliet, to- 
day considered their report, the fruit 
of several weeks of investigation into 
the Athabaska elections of 1925 when 
an inquiry by Mr Justice Clarke, of 
Edmonton, established that corrupt 
and illegal practices had taken place 


Institute Proceedings 

The committee will recommend to 
the house that since the report of Mr 
Justice Clarke discloses that. the 
cause of the corrupt practices in Atha 
baska was due to the partizanship, 
ignorance and incompetence of cer- 
tain election officials, the auditor-gen 
eral should submit to the department 
of justice a full statement’ of the pay 
ments made to the aforesaid officials 
with a view of instituting proceedings 
for the recovery of the amounts so 
paid to such officials, if the the law 
provides for such action. It is also 
recOUmmerided that a special parlia- 
mentary committee be appointed next 
session to examine the evidence and 
deliberations of the present commit- 
tee on privileges and élections to 
study the Dominion Elections Act and 
to give special attention to the me- 
thod of selecting returning officers 
and the preparation of voters’ lists 

Further it is urged that the chief 
electoral officer should recommend to 
the proper authorities -that prosecu- 
tions be taken against all violaters 
of the Dominion Elections Act.

INTERIOR 00. GETS FLOWING WELL 


AFTER YEARS OF EFFORT TOWN WELL REWARDS STOCKHOLDE RS THROUGH EFFORTS OF WAIN 


WELL OILS LTD; HOLE IN SPLENDID SHAPE AND CLEANING ITSELF; 


WHOLE TOWN 


FLOCKS TO SIGHT ON SUNDAY EVENING; PREDICTED AS BEST YET; FIRST ESTI- 
MATES SAY FROM 100 TO 400 BARREL WELL; PROLIFIC SAND 


Once again the faith in the Wain- 
wright oilfield has been justified, and 
this time, with greater assurance than 
ever before. 

On Saturday afternoon last the 
drillers at the Interior 
town line, received a pleasant sur- 
prise when suddenly the well began 
to emit with a defening roar an 
enormous quantity of natural gas 
which was estimated to be about 20 
million feet daily, and at a rock pres- 
sure of some 600 or 700 Ibs. 

Only Just Touched Sand 

Within a few hours—indeed, the 
bit had only been lowered some three 
or four feet further in the sand by 
Drillers Berray and Ganderton—oil 
began to be blown up in the gas, and 
by midnight Saturday, after the tools 
had been removed from the hole, the 
crude oil stood several‘ hundred feet 
from the bottom in the 2,065-foot 
‘well. 

This heighth was gradually increas 
ed until just about eight o’clock on 
Sunday evening the well began to 
flow from the six-inch pipeline which 
had hurriedly been placed on the cas- 
ing head, and, getting stronger all 


well on the | 


the time, by Monday morning early 
the crude was flowing in a large and 
steady stream and has been increas- 
ing in quantity each hour since that 
time. 
Earthen Storage at Present 

The oil is being run into earthen 
storage alongside the well site, and 
the well is proving without doubt the 
best one drilled in this field to the 
present. The gas pressure on the 
small casing is presumed to be around 
600tbs per inch, and only a small a- 
mount of this is being allowed to 
come up with the oil, as the greater 
pressure has been sidetracked be- 
tween the six and eight-inch casing 
in the well and is being used for 
boiler and heating purposes with the 
wastage blown off far away from 
the danger point. 

Credit to Wainwells 

Great credit is due to Field Man- 
ager J. McNabb, and his drillers for 
the happy consummation of their ef- 
forts, for since the Wainwells com- 
pany took over the project from the 
Interior company, no time has been 
lost and no expense spared to ensure 
that everything possible was done to 


make the well a real producer in 
view of the fact that the field has 
been so well proven. 

A Logical Project. 

The sand from which the well is 
flowing is now known to be on the 
same strata as the producers at Fab 
yan as well as those just north of 
town, and it would seem quite a log- 
ical proposition that the new com- 
pany responsible at the Interior pro- 
perty would arrange for their product 
to go direct into the Kling-Del Re- 
finery property which it adjoins, and 
which is lacking but a very little at- 
tention now to complete, and in this 
way both concerns might reap much 
benefit. 

Mr Calder, the dominion govern- 
ment geologist, is to visit the well as 
soon as he is able to get here, and by 
the time he arrives possibly the well 
will have so far cleaned itself so that 
proper measurements of the flow, 
rock pressures, barrelage, etc., will be 
available. 

Altogether, the King’s birthday in 
1928 should prove a red-letter day in 
the bistory of the Interior well!

DEPT. OF MINES 
GEOLOGICAL SURVEY 


GEOLOGICAL SURVEY WORK IN 
ALBERTA INCLUDES WORK 
IN THIS FIELD i 


Several parties from' the Geological 
Survey of Canada will be engaged 
during this season in continuing in- 
vestigations into the geology and 
mineral resources of Alberta. Special 
attention will again be given to map- 
ping the foothills area and decipher- 
ing the structural conditions that 
may have a bearing on the problem 
of the occurrence of petroleum and 
natural gas and on the difficulties en 
countered in coal mining. 

Dr W. H. Collins, Director of the 
Survey, announces that W. H. Miller 
and A. C, Tuttle will begin a topo- 
graphical survey of a quadrangle 
north of Brule, lying between lati- 
tudes 118 and 118-30 This area con- 
tains important supplies of coal. 

B. R. Mackay will reconnoitre care 
fully parts of the above quadrangle 
that appear to be most favourable for 
mining coal. He will also review some 
parts of the areas west of Brule lake 
and in the Mountain Park, Lovett coal 
bearing areas in which he has work- 
ed during several preceding seasons. 

C. 8. Evans and F. Foreman will 
explore geologically a section of the 
foothills region north of the main 
line of the Canadian Pacific railway 
in which lie the headwaters of North 
Saskatchewan, Clearwater, and Red 
Deer rivers. This area which is not 
well known geologically, is of con- 
siderable promise for the occurrence 
of coal, petroleum and natural pas 
and preliminary information about 
the succession of structure is needed 
for prospecting it. 

G. S. Hume will map geologically 
in detail the Turner Valley quad- 
rangle between latitudes 50-30 and 
50-45 and lonitudes 114 and 114-30 
in which the most active development 
of oil and gas is taking place. He will 
extend this work northwestward into 
the adjoining Brag Creek and Jump- 
ingpound quadrangles and will also 
review the Wainwright and Ribstone 
areas in eastern Alberta, where fur- 
ther geological information is being 
made available by drilling operations 

D. A. Nichols, who has been pre- 
paring the topographical maps of 
the Turner Valley, Bragg Creek and 
Junmpingpound quadrangles needed 
for geological work, wil continue in 
the quadrangle north of Morley that 
lies between latitdues 51-15 and 51- 
30 and longitudes 114-30 and 115 de- 
grees. 

S. C. McLean and W. L. Bancroft 
will triangulate the area in which Mr 
Nichols is working in order to pro- 
vide control points for the topograph- 
ical survey. 

C. M. Sternberg will collect for the 
National Museum of Canada dinosaur 
and other vertebrate fossil remains 
from the valley. of Red Reer River, 
near Steveville; also from the Lance 
formation in the Cypress hills of 
southeastern Alberta and adjoining 
part of Saskatchewan. The valley of 
Red Reed river is a vast graveyard 
of ancient ‘reptiles, the remains of 
which are being slowly exhumed by 
erosion of the sides of the valley

They have, how 
ever registered under the Foreign 


retary's Department and not from the 
Department of Agriculture. In order 
to secure a License, the chief things 
which the Company is required to do 

as follows: To appoint an Att- 
orney resident in the Province; to 
give the location of its headquarters 
and statement of assets and liabilities 
Under the circumstances the Provin- 
cial Secretary's Department has no 
option but to grant the license when 
application is made. It will be noted 
that the assets of this Company are 
owned almost entirely in U.S. If it 
became necessary for any purchaser 
of Chester White Hogs to enforce the 
terms of his contract with the Com- 
pany, it would first be necessary to 
sue in Alberta; a Canadian judgement 
however, would not of itself be of 
much value without recourse to the 
courts of United States in an action 
upon such judgment. 

The Department does not approve 
of this breed of hogs coming into the 
Province as they are distinctly of the 
lard type, and Provincial and Domin- 
ion Governments have been for years 
trying to encourage farmers to raise 
the bacon type hog because of the un 
limited demand for bacon and the 
very limited and uncertain market 
for lard. 

As stated in a previous article, the | 
Department does not approve of this 
company’s method of selling hogs; 
giving an order for an animal without 
having seen it is not good business. 
Officials of the Department have 
seen them at Coutts and report them 
a poor lot and many of them, includ 
ing the boars, a very inferior bunch 
of pigs. 

The price being paid for these 
pigs is altogether too high, and the 


gilts will be taken back at a certain 
price if up to a certain standard. The 
question at onge arises as to who 
will have the final say about the stan 
dard.. It will undoubtedly be the Com 
pany’s officials. This is not something 
that can be determined by mathem- 
atical calculation, but is entirely a 
matter of opinion or judgment. 
Farmers are advised to beware of 
being talked into a scheme of this 
kind, since if they wish. to go into 
the breeding of pure bred hogs, first 
class breeding stock of the approved 
bacon type, can be supplied by our 
Alberta breeders at a fraction of the 
cost paid for these hogs coming in 
‘from the United States. It may again 
be emphasized that the breed is not a 
desirable one for our province and the 
introduction of this inferior type will 
jeopardize the position of Alberta 
pork products on the export market, 
where a strong reputation has been 
cdrefully built up. °

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DOES TRAFFIC 


PASS YOUR TOWN 
OR DOES IT STOP? 


Writing under the above caption 

Mr Gordon Clark a well-known tour- 
ist authority, says in “The Road- 
maker” :— 
' Ever since improved roads came 
into being the question has been ar- | 
gued whether or not a good through 
highway was an advantage to the 
villages and small towns throughout 
complained that the benefits were 
its length. Some of these places even 
reaped by large cities at their ex- 
pense. 

The fallacy of this statement lies 
simply in the fact that the complain 
ants have been those communities 
which did not move with the times. 
Too many small places have failed to 
recognize that improved highways, 
faster cars, and more tourists entail 
corresponding improvements in the" 
communities themselves if traders 
and tourists are expected to stop. 

In this connection the editor of the 
Burk’s Falls “Arrow” recently pub- 
lished a call to action which deserves 
consideration from every small town 
council. Say he:— 

“Were we situated right on the 
shore of some lake or tourist resort 
it might be different, but with prac- 
tically no water visible from the trunk 
road and no very definite appeal be- 
ing made to the through traffic to 
stay over and see our town we may 
expect to see a steady steam of traf- 
fic rolling along. The residents of 
Burk’s Falls main street should cer- 
tainly combine and evolve some plan 
that will induce motorists to ‘bide a 
wee.” Good roads that only lead 
people past your door are not such a 
distinct advantage. We must be care- 
ful that we do not provide roads that 
will but induce our citizens to trade 
elsewhere. At this end of the road 
there should be such inducements 
that ‘it will be to the advantage of 
both the local resident and the visit- 
ing tourist to make this their trading 
centre. Plenty of parking space must 
be provided and all motorists should 
not only be invited to come but also 
made _ to feel welcome while here. 
Good roads are necessary, but local 
citizens must keep abreast of chang-! 
ing conditions.” 

There is much very sound common 
sense in that editoral. No reason 
exists why every place on a good road 
should not benefit by the greater a- 
mount of traffic the highway is sure

For these tourists who prefer to 
camp out, every town and village 
should have a clean, convenient and 
attractive municipal motor camp. It 
is amazing how quickly the news of a 
good camp spreads by word of mouth 
to visiting tourists. 

There are even yet many towns and 
villages which greet the tourists with 
a sign of welcome and plunge him 
while he is reading it, into a mass of 
bumps and ruts that pass as_ the 
town’s main street. The money ex- 
pended on improving and maintain- 
ing the main road through any town 
is well spent, because of the goodwill 
it engenders. Measures should be 
taken to keep the dust laid in the 
summer. Merchants and particularly 
hotels and restaurants, should be en- 
couraged to keep their places of 
business looking clean and attractive.

The scope of the week campaign 
is thus being considerably extended 
this season, and it is felt that the ef- 
forts of the Advisory Weed Board 
will have the effect of stimulating 
increased interest in this work and 
connecting the Départment of Agri- 
culture more closely with the people 
who are engaged in the actual busi- 
ness of controlling and eradicating

MAN CONVICTED UNDER 


AMENDED LIVE STOCK 
- ACT, EASTERN CANADA 


London, Ont.—The first conviction 
in Canada under the present amended 
Live Stock Act was registered in po- 
lice court Tuesday by Magistrate 
Hawkshaw in the case of the federal 
department of agriculture against 
Wilbert V. Revington, hog, shipper, 
of Lucan. The act whereby it is com- 
pulsory that hogs be graded at local 
points prior to being shipped to a- 
battoirs. 

The judge reserved his decision re- 

garding any penalty to be imposed 
upon the accused until J. A. Gilland- 
ers, counsel 
agriculture, has submitted his report 
to the department. It was intimated 
that the department is not seeking a 
penalty but merely seeking to estab- 
lish that the clause in the act must 
be carried out by the different ship- 
pers. , 
The charge against Revington was 
that he did unlawfully fail to grade a 
shipment of hogs containing more 
than one lot of farmer's hogs in ac- 
cordance with the lawful grade or 
failure of same to place a private 
mark of identity on each farmer’s lot 
of. hogs, contrary to provisions of 
Live Stock and Livestock~Products 
Acts.
